Inventigationc  in  trontirig"  fruit  for  the  fruitfly    Anastrepha  sug- 
pensp;  Loew  have  dei;ionBtr-;tad  that  the  holciiiig  of  the  fruits  at  certain  pre- 
scribed ter:TperP-tur':;s  for  certain  periods  will  kill  oil  sta;:;;e3  of  this  insect. 

The  interstate  shipment,  fu'oject  to  one  of  the  following  prescribed 
tr-^C'.tnents ,  is  therefore  authorized  for  Puerto  Rican  orang.'s  anc'  grapefruit 
otherv'/ise  ineligible  for  the  usual  certification  given  under  th-;  provisions 
of  Quar-atine  No.  5S  (Sec.  301,5S).

He?.ting  the  fruit  with  air  at  100  percent  relative  huniclity  for  a 
period  of  not  less  than  16  hours  during  which  tine  the  terapcrature  at  the 
approxiKate  center'',  of  the  fruits  shall  be  raised  to  110°  P.  or  above  and 
maintained  at  110°  F.  or  above  for  the  last  8  hour?;  of  such  troatnent, 

2.  Cold  treatment 

Cooling  until  the  approxi;  :ate  centers  of  the  fi-a its  reach  a  ter.iperature 
of  3^°  ^»  or  bolov/  and  holding  the  fri;iits  so  tliat  tho  iziside  te;.iperature 
does  not  exceed  3^°  P«  ^"01"  ^  period  of  15  days. 

Either  the  heat  treatx..cnt  or  tho  cold  treatment  may  be  employed  at 
tho  shipper's  option  and  at  his  expense  provided  that  adeq^jiate  facilities 
are  ava.ilrble  and  arrarigoiveuts  for  supervision  can  be  made.     Information  on 
the  application  of  the  prescribed  treatnonts  may  be  had  on  applicrtion  to 
the  Surcvu  of  Sntor.iology  mid  Plant  Quarantine. 

V/hile  injury  to  the  frviits  is  not  expected  to  res\ilt  from  either  treat- 
ment, no  liability  shall  be  attached  to  the  United  Sta.tes  Departr.ient  of  Agri- 
culture on  account  of  a-ny  claim  of  da:;.age  to  such  fruits  attributed  to  either 
treatnent. 

On  and  after  January  15 »  19^+0,  certification  for  shipment  to  mainland 
destinations  under  Quar':^rxtiiio  ITo.  5^  (Sec.  3^1. 5^)  will  be  given  to  Puerto 
Rican  orruigea  aiid  grapefr'oit  which  h-^ve  been  subjv?cted  to  either  of  the 
above-prcscrib  :d  treatuents  carried  out  \inder  rupervision    of  a  plant  qtiar- 
antino  inspector  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriciilture  at  a.  treat- 
ing plant  approved  for  the  purpose.
